Discussed the attorney's understanding of the differences between the claimed invention and the prior art cited. 
Attorney suggested the prior art does not teach the limitation of claim 1 "probability of task will influence each other" 
without any specific limitations and the cited prior art teaches tasks being combined in terms of cost. The claim 
language was too broad for the limitations. As per claim 3 the Attorney suggested the prior art does not teach 
"resource containers with AND, OR selection with all the containers required". The limitation was not present in the 
originally filed claims and was not considered in the first non-final office action. Examiner will update the search to 
consider this limitations if included in the applicants amendments.
